When the newspaper men approch 
ed the speaker, he declined to give 
out any information as to his talk 
with governor. 
They pressed him 
however, as to whether Mr. (Bryan 
had been discussed. 
“N o,” answered the speaker. “ I'll 
give you t h a t much i n f o r m a tio n —it 
wax not.” 
W hen he was asked later about 
Mr. Bryan, th e speaker said plainly 
that he did n o t like to be interview 
ed about 'Mr. Bryan. 
“I’m not going to talk a lo u t h im ,” 
he said emphatically, “you can m a rk 
that down, an d there id no use to 
talk about It. 
I don’t want to seem 
unkind or discourteous, but 
th e r e 
are some th in g s I will do and some 
th at I won’t.
